With U.S. 

Castro’s government shows 
signs of warming to Obama 

Cuba has agreed to open talks with the 
United States on issues ranging from immi- 
gration to anti-narcotics cooperation and 
direct mail service, a senior State Depart- 
ment official said Sunday, in a sign that the 
island’s communist government is warming 
to President Obama’s call for a new relation- 
ship after decades of tension. 

The breakthrough came shortly before 
Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton left on 
a trip to Latin America, 
where she is expected to 
face pressure to make 
further gestures to Cuba, 
including allowing it 
into the Organization of 
American States. A senior 
State Department official, speaking on the 
condition of anonymity, called the Cuban 
moves “a very positive development.” 

Obama last month lifted restrictions on 
Cuban Americans’ traveling to the island 
and sending money there. But he has said 
the United States will not lift its econom- 
ic embargo unless President Raul Castro 
improves Cuba’s human rights record and 
makes democratic reforms. Cuba had given 
mixed signals about how willing it was to 
respond to the administration’s overtures. 
But on Saturday, it accepted a U.S. offer 
to reopen talks on immigration that the 
Bush administration had halted in 2003.

The slaying of the 67-year-old 
doctor is “an unspeakable trage- 
dy,” his widow, four children and 
10 grandchildren said in state- 
ment. “This is particularly heart- 
wrenching because George was 
shot down in his house of worship.

Vaccines help body’s 
immune system fight 
against diseased eells 

ORLANDO, FLA. I First there was 
surgery, and then chemotherapy 
and radiation. Now, doctors have 
overcome 30 years of false starts 
and found success with a fourth 
way to fight cancer: using the 
body’s immune system. 

The approach is called a cancer 
vaccine, although it treats the dis- 
ease rather than prevents it. 

At a cancer conference Sunday, 
researchers said one such vaccine 
kept a common form of lymphoma 
from worsening for more than a 
year. That’s huge in the field, where 
progress is glacial and success with 
a new treatment is often measured 
in weeks or even days. 

Experimental vaccines against 
three other cancers — prostate, the 


deadly skin disease melanoma and 
an often fatal childhood tumor 
called neuroblastoma — also gave 
positive results in late-stage test- 
ing in recent weeks, after decades 


of struggles in the lab. 

It’s way too soon to declare vic- 
tory. No one knows how long the 
benefits will last, whether people 
will need “boosters” to keep their 


disease in check or whether vac- 
cines will ever be a cure. 

A big problem has been getting 
the immune system to “see” cancer 
as a threat, said Dr. Patrick Hwu, 
melanoma chief at the University 
of Texas M.D. Anderson Cancer 
Center. Viruses like the flu or polio 
are easily spotted by the immune 
system because they look differ- 
ent from human cells. 

“But cancer comes from our 
own cells. And so it’s more like 
guerrilla warfare — the immune 
system has trouble distinguishing 
the normal cells from the cancer 
cells,” he said. 

To help it do that, many cancer 
vaccines take a substance from a 
cancer cell’s surface and attach 
it to something the immune sys- 
tem already recognizes as for- 
eign — in the case of the lympho- 
ma vaccine, a shellfish protein.

Violence between 
Palestinian factions is 
the worst in 2 years 

QALQILIYA, WEST BANK I Forces 
loyal to the moderate Palestinian 
president stormed a Hamas hide- 
out in the West Bank and set off a 
fierce gunbattle that left six dead 
Sunday, the worst violence since 
the factions fought a pitched battle 
over Gaza two years ago. 

Militants lobbed grenades and 
fired automatic weapons to push 
back the raid in a two-story build- 
ing in Qalqiliya, a West Bank town 
known for its strong Hamas pres- 
ence. That drew dozens of Presi- 
dent Mahmoud Abbas’ forces to 
the hideout.

Journalists’ Trial 
Nears in N. Korea 


2 American reporters 
accused of ‘hostility’ 
go to court this week 

SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA | As glob- 
al powers debate how to punish 
North Korea for its nuclear defi- 
ance, two American journalists 
seized nearly three months ago 
face a trial this week in Pyongyang 
on charges that could land them in 
one of the country’s notorious labor 
camps for five to 10 years. 

North Korean guards detained 
Laura Ling and Euna Lee, report- 
ers for former vice president A1 
Gore’s Current TV media ven- 
ture, at the northeastern border 
with China on March 17. Activists 
who helped organize their trip say 
they had been reporting on North 
Korean refugees in China. 

Pyongyang accused the Ameri- 
cans of “hostile acts” and cross- 
ing into the country illegally. The 
women will stand trial Thursday. 


Their detention and trial come 
at a sensitive time. Pyongyang con- 
ducted an underground nuclear 
test last Monday, and an array of 
short-range missile tests.

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Metro Project Digs Up Challenges

Tysons construction 
brings risk of hitting 
security agency lines 

This part happens all the time: 
A construction crew putting up 
an office building in the heart of 
Tysons Corner a few years ago hit 
a fiber optic cable no one knew 
was there. 

This part doesn’t: Within 
moments, three black sport util- 
ity vehicles drove up, a half-dozen 
men in suits jumped out and one 
said, “You just hit our line.” 

“Whose line?” you may ask. The 
guys in suits didn’t say, recalled 
Aaron Georgelas, whose company, 
the Georgelas Group, was devel- 
oping the Greensboro Corporate 
Center on Spring Hill Road. But 
Georgelas assumed that he was 
dealing with the federal govern- 
ment and that the cable in question 


was “black” wire — a secure com- 
munications line used for some of 
the nation’s most secretive intelli- 


gence-gathering operations. 

“The construction manager 
was shocked,” Georgelas recalled. 


“He had never seen a line get cut 
and people show up within sec- 
onds. Usually, you’ve got to fig- 
ure out whose line it is. To garner 
that kind of response that quickly 
was amazing.” 

Black wire is one of the looming 
perils of the massive construction 
that has come to Tysons, where 
miles and miles of secure lines are 
thought to serve such nearby agen- 
cies as the Office of the Director of 
National Intelligence, the Nation- 
al Counterterrorism Center and, 
a few miles away in McLean, the 
Central Intelligence Agency. 

After decades spent cutting 
through red tape to begin work 
on a Metrorail extension and the 
widening of the Capital Beltway, 
crews are now stirring up tons 
of dirt where the black lines are 
located. 

“Yeah, we heard about the black 
SUVs,” said Paul Goguen, the 


engineer in charge of relocating 
electric, gas, water, sewer, cable, 
telephone and other communica- 
tions lines to make way for Metro 
through Tysons. 

So far, so good, Goguen added.

But the peril remains for a project 
that will spend $150 million mov- 
ing more than 75 miles of conduit 
along the three-mile stretch of 
routes 123 and 7 that run through 
Tysons. 

Construction crews have been 
digging for more than a year to 
shift the utility wires out of the 
path of the rail line, stations and 
support piers — and they have

N E W Y 0 R K I Graduating into a bar- 
ren job market is stressful enough. 
When massive student loans await, 
the rite of passage can be down- 
right terrifying. 

Here are four steps to help 
recent grads manage their loan 
responsibilities. 

Know what you owe 

The first step is understanding how 
a student loan works. Although the 
interest rate on federal loans tends 
to be favorable, it kicks into gear 
as soon as the loan is taken out. 
That means you have four years 
of interest on top of your loans by 
the time you graduate. 

Pick a plan 

The standard repayment plan for 
federal loans is typically 10 years. 
Extended plans can be tempting 
since they require smaller monthly 
payments. But it also means you’re 


paying interest over a longer period, 
which pushes up the total cost of 
the loan. If you can’t keep up with 
the payment schedule you picked, 
you can always switch plans. 

Consider a postponement 

You can defer payment on federal 
loans under select circumstances, 
including military service, unem- 
ployment and economic hardship. 
With private loans, the rules on 
postponing payment are set by 
the lender. Try to avoid delaying 
payment if you can, since interest 
continues accruing unless you have 
a subsidized federal loan. 

Look into consolidation 

A consolidation loan lets you com- 
bine loans to make a single month- 
ly payment. You also get a fixed 
interest rate for the life of the new 
loan. One drawback to consider is 
that consolidation usually extends 
repayment, meaning the overall

The Oak Ridge Boys 
develop an edge on 
their newest album, 
The Boys Are Back’ 

MUSIC I The melody is dark, omi- 
nous and unmistakable to any rock 
fan: “Seven Nation Army” by the 
White Stripes. 

But this isn’t Jack and Meg 
White. It’s the Oak Ridge Boys. 

The vocal quartet best known 
for their country and gospel songs 
get edgy on their new CD, “The 
Boys Are Back.” 

Besides the White Stripes, 
the Oaks cover John Lee Hooker 
(“Boom, Boom”) and Neil Young 
(“Beautiful Bluebird”). 

“If there’s something I could 
compare this to, it would be what 
Johnny Cash did in the later part 
of his career,” bassist Richard Ster- 
ban said recently of Cash’s record- 
ings with rock/rap producer Rick 
Rubin. “I think the approach we 
used was very similar to that.” 

The quartet aren’t totally going 
rock. The album has plenty of gos- 
pel and country songs, too, includ- 
ing tunes penned by Jamey John- 
son and Shooter Jennings. 

Jennings, the son of the late 
Waylon Jennings and a country 
rocker in his own right, initiated 
the project. He invited them to 
sing with him on his 2007 album 
“The Wolf,” introduced them to 
his producer, David Cobb, and 
asked them to perform at one of 
his shows. 

“The place was jam-packed 


with kids, much younger than we 
normally draw at this stage of our 
career,” Sterban recalled. “We did 
'Elvira’ (their 1981 hit) and the kids 
knew every word. They were sign- 
ing 'Oom papa mow mow’ along 
with me.’” 

Pretty soon the group was 
heading into the studio with Cobb, 
who had them improvising, experi- 
menting with different sounds and 
covering songs they never would 
have thought of 

“He challenged us,” Sterban 
said. “At this stage of our career.

we figured, 'Why not? We have 
nothing to lose.’” 

The move isn’t completely out of 
step for the Oak Ridge Boys, which 
also include Duane Allen, Joe Bon- 
sall and William Lee Golden. They 
began as a gospel group, crossed 


over to country and pop, and 
recorded with artists as diverse as 
Ray Charles, Paul Simon, Johnny 
Cash and Brenda Lee. 

Still, with songs such as “Seven 
Nation Army,” they’re catching 
fans off-guard at their shows. 

“A lot of times they’ll sit there 
with their mouths open. They 
can’t believe we’re doing this,” 
Sterban said.

Kasabian works hard 
to spread the word on 
‘West Ryder Pauper 
Lunatic Asylum’ 

EFFORT I Sergio Pizzorno is feeling 
groggy, the aftereffects of “sleep 
lag,” since he just rose from 14 
hours in bed. 

“I haven’t had a day off in about 
three months,” Kasabian’s gui- 
tarist/songwriter says. Not that 
he’s complaining: If this gang of 
unashamedly old-fashioned road 
hogs doesn’t work hard, it can’t 
rock hard. 

In the run-up to the release of 
its third album — “The West Ryder 
Pauper Lunatic Asylum,” out June 
8 — Kasabian has been busy. 


Pizzorno and singer Tom 
Meighan have been on a whirl- 
wind three-day promo trip to 
Japan — by Pizzorno’s estimation 
they undertook “40 interviews, 
24 photo shoots and one visit to 
a shot bar.” 

The band, which toured exten- 
sively in support of its 2004 self- 
titled album and 2006’s “Empire,” 
played May 9 at the top 40 network 
BBC Radio I’s Big Weekend festival 
and pulled double duty April 25 at 
the Camden Crawl, London’s take 
on the South by Southwest con- 
ference. It performed a headlin- 
ing gig for MTV U.K. and filmed 
the video for another new song, 
“Underdog.” 

While “Fire,” set for a June 9 
release, is the official U.K. single.

the “Underdog” clip is being used 
internationally to augment the 
song’s use on the current adver- 
tising campaign for Sony Bravia 
TVs. Sony is a sponsor of Europe’s 
Champions League soccer compe- 
tition and U.K. broadcaster ITV’s 
coverage of England’s World Cup 
2010 qualifying matches. As a 
result, the commercial is airing 
during matches in most European 
territories, and in Australia and 
New Zealand. 

Agreeing to the deal wasn’t 
difficult, Pizzorno says. “We’re 
not a radio band, he says — and 
the new album’s enthusiasm for 
“psychedelic late-’60s rock” won’t 
change that. 

The international push for 
“Underdog” means that three 
tracks are heralding the album 
— an approach that speaks of 
Kasabian’s desire to not, as Piz- 
zorno says, “just join the club and 
become like every other band.”

URL shortener sites 
are convenient, but 
pose potential risks 

DOUBLE CLICK I On the short-mes- 
saging service Twitter, space is at 
a premium: You have 140 charac- 
ters to make your point, and you 
probably don’t want to waste half 
of it on a supersized link to your 
latest YouTube obsession. 

There’s an increasingly popular 
quick fix: a free URL shortener. On 
one of these Web sites, you can plug 
in a long Internet address, known 
as a URL, and it will assign you a 
much shorter one that is easier to 
post in e-mails on Twitter, Face- 
book or an)rwhere else. Some link- 
shrinkers let you personalize the 
new address with a unique phrase 
such as your name, or show you 


how many people click the link 
after you’ve posted it. 

This convenience may come 


at a cost, though. The tools add 
another layer to the process of 
navigating the Web, potentially 


leaving a trail of broken links if 
a service suddenly closes shop. 
They can also make it harder to 
tell what you’re really clicking on, 
which may make these Lilliputian 
links attractive to spammers and 
scammers. 

URL shorteners have been 
around for several years to offer 
alternatives to long Web links that 
were too unwieldy to paste into 
e-mails. Perhaps the oldest and 
most popular is TinyURL, a free 
service started in 2002 by Kevin 
Gilbertson, a unicycle enthusiast 
who was tired of seeing URLs get 
split up in e-mails related to his 
online unicycle forum. 

Now the rise of Twitter and 
other social Web sites that encour- 
age users to share small bursts of 
information has spawned several 
TinyURL followers, whose names 


run the gamut from the very short 
— Tr.im — to the not long — Not- 
long.com.

usually done automatically.
